The  record  of  the  elder  Landon 's  service  to  his  country 
in  the  Revolution,  taken  from  the  official  Revolutionary  War  files 
of  the  Adjutant  General's  office  of  New  Jersey,  shows  that  Thomas 
Landon,  residence  Wintage,  Sussex  County,  enlisted  as  a  private  in 
Captain  Broderick's  Sussex  County  Militia  at  Hamburg,  June  1.  1776. 
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One  flag,  the  American  flag;  One  language,  the  language  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence;  One  loyalty,  loyalty  to  the  American  people.

C^HICAGO,  July  21.— Former  service  men,  both 
W  World  war  and  Spanish-American  war,  should 
take  a  few  lessons  in  patriotism  from  the  presidential 
field. 

ANDON,  with  an  orphaned  baby  girl  and  with 
■*•*■  very  little  money,  enlisted  in  1918,  Hamilton,  his 
campaign  manager,  served  in  a  machine  gun  outfit. 
Frank  Knox,  with  a  glorious  SpanishaAmerican  war 
record  behind  him,  and  43  years  old,  married,  and  just 
going  in  business,  enlisted  as  a  private  iaJ917,  was  sent 
to  an  officers'  training  camp,  where  the  physical  train- 
ing was  designed  to  test  to  the  uttermost  men  of  24. 
He  came  through  the  rigors  of  work  which  killed  off 
many  men  half  his  age,  and  served  in  France  with  dis- 
tinction. Edward  Hayes,  Knox  campaign  manager, 
served  in  the  navy  throughout  the  war.  All  are  active 
in  the  ranks  of  veterans'  organizations. 

PRANKLIN  D.  ROOSEVELT  was  in  his  17th

New  Deal  Spending 

By  Representative  Bertrand  H.  Snell  of  New  York 
House  Minority  Leader 


If  you  want  to  get  an  idea  of  the  vast  sums 
involved  in  the  orgy  of  New  Deal  spending, 
just  consider  that  from  President  Washington 
to  President  Taft  the  total  of  Government 
expenditures  was  only  24  and  one-half  billion 
dollars.  This  took  in  our  entire  peace  time 
and  wax  time  expenditures  of  124  years,  in- 
cluding the  building  of  the  Panama  Canal. 

Well,  in  the  less  than  three  years  of  the 
New  Deal,  President  Roosevelt  has  had  appro- 
priated for  his  use  the  vast  sum  of  25  billion 
665  million  \dollars,  or  a  billion  dollars  more 
than  we  spent  in  124  years. 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  public  debt  has 
now  reached  an  all  time  high  of  30  billion  504 
million  dollars,  and  that  Secretar/'Morgenthau 
says  it  will  reach  36  and  one-half  billions  in 
1937? 

Despite  increased  revenues,  the  Daily  Treas- 
ury Statement  shows  why  our  public  debt  con- 
tinues to  grow  at  such  an  appalling  rate.  Re- 
lief expenditures  have  decreased,  but  general 
expenditures  increased  384  million  dollars  dur- 
ing the  first  seven  months  of  the  fiscal  year, 
making  the  deficit  for  this  period  2  billion  108 
millions. 


There  have  been  252  thousand  persons  add- 
ed to  the  New  Deal's  payroll.  This  huge 
political  army  alone  is  costing  nearly  500  mil- 
lion dollars  a  year,  in  spite  of  the  "election 
pledges  of  economies  o£~25  per  cent. 

There  .are  1G  million  still  unemployed,  20 
million  on  relief,  as  a  result  of  wild  boon- 
doggling,-and  crack-pot  schemes  to  get  rid  of 
two  dollars  for  every  dollar  of  Government 
revenue  taken  in. 

Crushing  taxes  are  sure  to  follow,  taxes 
which  everybody  must  pay,  to  make  "up  for 
:the  New  Deal's  careless  waste  of  borrowed 
money.  If  this  New  Deal  spending  is  con- 
tinued, without  tax  increases,  our  alternative 
is  inflation  of  the  currency.  Remember  what 
this  did  to  the  German  mark?  Well,  it  im- 
poverished the  entire  nation  when  it  got  to 
the  point  where  a  billion  marks  would  not 
purchase  a  loaf  of  bread. 

This  question  of  expenditures  and  public 
debt  is  your  problem.  The  people*  of  the 
United  States  should  realize  to  the  full  just 
what  this  continued  and  reckless  spending  will 
mean  to  their  children  and  their  children's 
children.

Dear  Fellow  Worker: 

In  this  study  leaflet  are  presented  to  you  some  of  the  significant 
facts  in  the  tax  situation  in  the  United  States.  It  does  not  begin 
to  cover  the  situation,  volumes  might  be  written  on  that  subject, 
but  it  does  give  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  tax  problem  as  it 
hits  the  average  citizen. 

Because  the  women  of  America  are  citizens  and  taxpayers, 
'  they  must  interest  themselves  in  this  situation.  Whether  or  not 
the  Roosevelt  Administration  is  justified  in  the  program  it  has 
followed  of  vastly  increased  expenditures  with  the  resulting  bur- 
den of  taxes  placed  upon  the  people  is  one  of  the  most  important 
issues  of  this  election.  Do  we  or  do  we  not  demand  of  our  govern- 
ment that  it  be  run  economically? 

This  is  not  a  problem  which  should  appeal  more  to  men  than  to 
women.  Women  are  citizens  and  their  vote  has  equal  weight  if 
we  but  exercise  it  to  its  full  power.  Since  this  is  so,  it  is  vital  that 
women  acquaint  themselves  with  this  most  crucial  issue.  I  hope 
that  this  brief  study  will  inspire  you  to  further  explorations  of 
the  subject  for  I  am  convinced  that  an  informed,  intelligent 
public  is  the  most  important  thing  to  be  desired  today. 

America  must  come  down  to  earth  and  prepare  to  live  within 
her  income,  just  as  any  individual  must  do.  Keep  in  mind  the  fact 
that  the  income  of  the  nation  may  rise  or  fall,  but  as  government 
spending  keeps  growing— taxation  becomes  heavier  and  borrow- 
ing rises  higher  and  higher — a  process  which  cannot  lead  to 
economic  recovery  or  stability.  The  hidden  tax  bill  is  one  which 
every  one  of  us  must  pay — it  deserves  our  study.

Governor  Landon,  we  have  come  to  you  in  obedience  to  that 
honored  custom  which  provides  that  a  candidate  for  the  Presidency  of 
the  United  States  shall  be  formally  notified  of  his  nomination.   The 
custom  goes  back  beyond  the  days  of  the  telegraph,  the  radio,  the 
automobile,  or  the  telephone.   There  are  some  who  say  that  it  is  out- 
moded, that  traditions  have  no  place  in  the  present  impetuous  scheme 
of  things,  that  everything  has  changed.   But  we  cling  to  the  tradition 
because  it. is  a  reminder  that  there  are  some  things  in  life  which  do 
not  change.   Some  things  which  are  -fundamental  and  eternal. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  I  have  the  privilege,  first, 
of  presenting  the  cordial  greetings  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  her 
sister  States  of  the  East,  to  the  State  of  Kansas  and  her  neighbors 
among  the  "typical  prairie  states."  That  privilege  is  doubly  pleas-, 
ant  because  for  so  many  years  I  have  known  you  as  a  personal  friend. 

The  spontaneous  expression  of  popular  sentiment  from  coast 
to  coast,  which  culminated  in  your  nomination  at  Cleveland,  offers 
eloquent  testimony  that  your  authority  is  rooted  in  the  silent,  secret 
hearts  of  the  whole  people.

Handling  of  the  crowds  at  Topeka  will  be  one  ef  the  "big  jobs  during  the  . 
notification  ceremonies.  This  is  a  separate  job  from  the  handling  of  the  parade  - 
although  many  of  those  who  are  Topeka  visitors  for  the  day  will  take  part  in  the 
parade,  either  walking  in  the  line  of  march,  or  joining  in  the  ■  line  of  automobiles 
that  will  bring  up  the  rear  of  the  parade* 

This  job  of  handling  the  crowds  is  in  charge  of  Col.  Wint  Smith,  assistant 
attorney  general  and  also  in  charge  of  the  Kansas  highway  patrol. 

In  addition  to  those  who  come  to  Topeka  in  special  trains  and  by  air  planes, 
between  20,000  and  25,000  automobiles  are  expected  and  it  is  the  handling  of  these 
automobiles  that  Col.  Smith  is  most  concerned  about.  Four  great  parking  spaces  have 
been  set  aside.  Those  who  arrive  by  automobile  over  highways  from  the  east  will  be 
met  outside  the  city  and  given  a  speoial  parking  guide,  showing  that  as  they  near  the 
city  they  will  find  the  route  they  are  to  take  to  their  parking  space,  distinctly 
marked  by  blue  arrows. 

Those  that  arrive  from  the  north  will  be  directed  to  follow  red  arrows. 
From  the  west,  the  arrows  aro  green  and  from  the  south  there  are  blaok  arrows 
guiding  tho  traffic. 

Col.,  Smith  manned  the  highways  Tuesday  morning  for  early  arrivals  and  all 
highways  will  be  covered  until  late  Thursday  in  order  to  catoh  stragglers.  The 
Kansas  highway  patrol  travels  in  radio  equipped  automobiles  and  Col.  Smith  and  his 
force  is  watching  tho  traffic  on  all  highways,  tho  farthest  patrol  post  being  25 
miles  from  tho  city  limits. 

AFTERNOON  SERVICES  ON  THE  NOTIFICATION  STAND 

Tho  notification  ceremonies  arc  to  be  conducted  from  speoially  eroctod 
stands  on  tho  south  front  of  tho  capitol  building.  The  broad  grounds  surrounding 
tho  capitol  will  hold  tho  thousands  of  visitors  who,  it  is  oxpooted,  will  begin 
taking  thoir  placos  oarly  in  the  day. 

Loud  speakers  have  been' so  arranged  that  those  on  the  farthest  fringe  of 
the  crowd  will  be  able  to  hear  distinctly. 

But  the  committee  on  arrangements  realizes  that  there  is  a  distinct 
problem  involved  in  entertaining  the  crowd  during  the  afternoon.  For  this  reason 
special  exercises  will  be  conducted  beginning  at  1  o'clock.  A  Specially  selected 
band  will  play  from  1  o'clock  until  4  and  groups  of  choral  singers  will  be  heard.

And  he  said  that  in  1936  the  people  of 
America  seek  freedom  from  a  more  modern 
tyranny  —  the  twentieth  century  "economic 
royalists." 

With  all  the  force  of  oratory  at  his  com- 
mand he  declared  the  oppressions  of  the  "eco- 
nomic royalists"  of  today  have  led  to  a  situa- 
tion in  which  the  average  man  finds  himself 
confronted  with  the  same  problems  that  con- 
fronted the  minute  men  of  1776. 

He  emphasized  that  this  attack  on  the  "eco- 
nomic royalists"  must  be  the  major  assault  of 
the  campaign  and,  after  pointing  out  the 
enemy,  he  assumed  the  leadership^  of  the

The  president's  final  words  to  the  conven- 
tion delegates,  to  the  huge  audience  and  to  the 
radio  listeners  was,  "I  am  enlisted  for  the 
duration  of  the  war!"

Shortly  after  the  conclusion  of  the  national 
convention  the  president  summoned  Governor 
Herbert  Lehman  of  New  York  to  confer  with 
him  at  his  Hyde  Park  estate. 

The  purpose  of  this  meeting  between  the 
president  of  the  United  States  and  the  gover- 
nor of  New  York  was  to  give  the  president  an 
opportunity  to  plead  with  the  governor  to  re- 
consider his  decision  not  to  run  for  re-election 
as  governor. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  governor  was  per- 
suaded to  change  his  mind.  And  it  is  well 


known  that  the  strongest  argument  brought  to 
bear  on  him  was  that  Roosevelt's  chances  in 
New  York  were  imperiled  if  Lehman  did  not 
run.  Whether  Governor  Lehman's  efforts  in 
behalf  of  the  president  will  succeed  remains 
to  be  seen  in  the  November  balloting. 

In  any  event,  Governor  Lehman  subor- 
dinated his  personal  wishes  to  the  wishes  of 
the  president.

American  Investors  Co.,  Inc. 


The  estate  of  Arthur  Lehman  is  interested 
heavily  in  17  great  concerns  such  as  Amalga- 
mated Leather,  Associated  Rayon,  the  Jewel 
Tea  Co.,  the  Southern  States  Land  andTimber 
Co.,  and  the  Pennsylvania  Dixie  Cement  Corp. 

Allen  S.  Lehman,  vice-president  of  the  Leh- 
man corporation,  is  a  director  in  a  half  dozen 
big  scale  enterprises  -including  the  Anchor  Cap 
Corp.,  and  the  Pacific  Zeppelin  Transport  Co., 
Ltd. 

Robert  Lehman  is  in  the  directorate  of  more 
than  a  dozen  of  the  big  ones  of  the  country 
including  American  Cigar,  General  Foods  and 
National  Dairy  Products. 

The  interests  of  the  other  members  of  the 
Lehman  firm  are  as  far  flung  and  big  scale  as 
these  cited.  These  associations,  of  course,  are 
perfectly  legitimate  and  proper. 

The  point  is  that  President  Roosevelt  cer- 
tainly is  not  consistent  when  he  attacks  the 
royalty  of  high  finance  in  one  breath  and  in 
the  next  pleads  with  one  of  the  princes  of 
high  finance  to  save  him  in  New  York.

MR.  ROOSEVELT,  speaking  to  the  Third 
World  Power  Conference,  at  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  September  11,  drew  a  very  pretty 
picture  of  the  United  States  as  Mr.  Roosevelt 
believes  it  will  be  when  our  homes  and  in- 
dustry are  supplied  with  cheap  electricity 
developed  by  the  Federal  Government. 

He  pointed  with  pride  to  the  already  com- 
pleted projects  of  Grand  Tlbulee  and  Boone- 
ville  in  the  Northwest  and  the  development 
of  the  Tennessee  Valley  Authority  in  the 
South.  He  invited  the  distinguished  visitors, 
who  had  come  from  all  over  the  world  to 
attend  the  power  conference,  to  visit  these 
projects  and  see  for  themselves  what  changes 
these  projects,  built  with  government  money 
appropriated  for  getting  men  back  to  work, 
had  made  in  the  lives  of  people  able  to 
enjoy  their  advantages.  At  the  same  time, 
he  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  govern- 
ment's extensive  plans  for  controlling  the 
flood  waters  of  the  Mississippi,  the  Ohio  and 
other  unruly  rivers,  would  develop  electric 
energy  for  the  Nation. 

"It  is  not  irrational  to  believe  that  in  our 
command  over  electric  energy,"  the  Presi- 
dent said,  "a  corresponding  industrial  and 
social  revolution  is  potential;  that  it  may 
already  be  under  way  without  our  perceiv- 
ing it." 

Apparently  Mr.  Roosevelt  was  so  lost  in 
contemplating  his  picture  of  a  world-hap- 
piness government  induced  through  cheap 
electricity,  that  he  completely  forgot  elec- 
tricity's chief  competitor  —  the  great  coal 
industry.  Naturally  the  question  arises: 
What  is  to  happen  to  Coal  and  the  jobs  of 
the  coal  miners  when  the  Father  of  Waters 
and  his  little  brothers  go  to  work  for  the 
government,  and  electricity,  generated  by 
water,  replaces  Coal  in  our  homes  and  fac- 
tories? 

Fortunately,  in  the  Tennessee  Valley 
Authority,  there  is  a  yardstick  by  which  we 
may  measure  the  future  loss  of  coal  miners' 


jobs  if  Mr.  Roosevelt's  projected  deveh^ 
ment  becomes   reality. 

The  Tennessee  Valley  Authority  is 
pected  to  produce  5  billion  780  million  kn 
watt  hours  of  electricity  every  year.  Figurv 
ing  conservatively  that  one  pound  of  coal 
produces  a  kilowatt  hour  of  electricity,  it 
would  require  2,890,000  tons  of  coal  to 
produce  as  much  electricity  as  the  Tennessee 
Valley  project.  The  average  coal  miner  pro- 
duces 4.4  tons  of  coal  per  day.  Therefore, 
the  Tennessee  Valley  when  completed  will 
displace  656,800  man  days  of  work  each 
year.  Again  the  question:  What  will  be- 
come of  the  coal  miners  when  and  if  the 
government  goes  through  with  its  plan  for 
a  chain  of  Tennessee  Valley  projects, 
stretched  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific, 
and  supplies  the  nation  with  electricity  in- 
stead of  coal?  , 

Ask  the  miners  of  the  central  coal  fields 
what  happened  to  their  jobs  when  the  New 
Deal  financed  the  construction  of  natural 
gas  pipe  lines  from  the  Texas  Panhandle 
to  the  cities  of  the  Middle  West?  The 
answer  is  to  be  found  in  the  number  of 
miners  and  the  families  of  miners  on  relief 
rolls  in  this  field. 

Undoubtedly  the  development  of  cheap 
electricity  marks  a  step  in  the  progress  of 
civilization,  but  it  is  a  step  not  to  be  heed- 
lessly taken  without  serious  study  and  pro- 
vision for  the  fuels  which  electricity  will 
replace.  The  experience  of  recent  years 
shows  that  electricity  can  be  more  economi- 
cally produced  by  using  coal  or  fuel  oil 
than  it  can  through  the  use  of  water  power. 
There  is  a  place  for  electricity,  for  coal, 
for  fuel  oil;  their  uses  should  be  coordi- 
nated and  these  natural  resources  conserved 
through  a  long  time  program.  We  can  not 
revolutionize  overnight  our  entire  industrial 
system  without  the  most  serious  conse- 
quences and  the  working  of  needless  hard- 
ships upon  countless  numbers  of  our  citizens.

Campaign  managers  in  opposition  to  the  New  Deal  are 
laying  great  stress  upon  the  growth  of  communism,  on 
the  alleged  assault  upon  our  national  constitution,  on  the 
affront  given  the  inherent  American  right  to  independ- 
ence  of  action,  on  the  rights  of  private  ownership  and 
against  regimentation,  against  the  waste  and  extrava- 
gance  of  the  Brain  trusters,  and  against  the  monopolies 
created  by  New  Deal  policies.

The  philosophy  of  scarcity  is 
bringing  its  reward  in  the  shape  of  prohibitive  prices 
attached  to  every  piece  of  meat,  every  yard  of  cloth, 
coal  for  heat,  lumber  for  the  home,  beans,  flour,  canned 
goods — everything  is  higher  except  the  weekly  wage. 
Elderly  people  attempting  to  live  off  the  income  from 
savings  are  even  more  severely  penalized  in  this  day  of 
low  interest  rates  and  unconscionable  costs  of  living. 

The  party  which  first  marshalls  this  army  of  protest 
against  the  costs  of  living  will  win  the  election.  The 
hand  that  rocks  the  cradle  was  once  said  to  rule  the 
world.  Rocking  cradles  has  gone  out  of  fashion  but 
there  are  untold  millions  of  housewives  and  mothers 
who  this  very  hour  are  standing  in  the  market  places 
doing  their  utmost  to  stretch  the  family  purse  around 
a  meal  for  the  family.  Each  and  every  one  of  these 
women  are  crying  out,  inwardly  perhaps  and  without 
voice,  but  crying  out  nevertheless. 

If  the  Republican  Party  had  at  its  head,,,  men,  of  fight', 
ing  worth,  they  would  drop  all  else  and  organize  a 
Consumer's  League.  Such  a  league  would  reach  into 
every  hamlet,  down  every  back  street,  out  into  the  farm 
lanes,  across  the  prairies,  into  office  structures,  along  the 
boulevards,  and  into  every  market  stall.  It  would  mar- 
shall  millions  of  active  workers  with  a  righteous  cause. 

Scarcity  has  caught  every  family  in  its  clutches.  The 
cost  of  food  and  the  other  necessities  of  life  is  the  com- 
mon topic  at  every  table  in  the  land.  There  is  a  rising 
resentment  against  the  party  responsible.

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COMMUNISTS  LEAD  FIGHT

Considerable  comment  has  been  aroused 
in  national  political  circles  over  the  resig- 
nation of  James  Casey,  managing  editor  of 
the  Daily  Worker,  the  official  organ  of  the 
Communist  Party  in  the  United  States,  and 
Casey's  statement  that  the  Communist 
Party,  of  which  he  is,  or  has  been,  a  mem- 
ber,   is   guilty    of    downright    deceipt    and 


tion  is  clearly  stated  in  my  speeches.  Mr. 
Casey  was  a  minor  editorial  employe  and 
never  had  anything  to  do  with  the  formu- 
lation of  policy."  Browder,  in  an  address 
in  Washington,  D.  C.,  recently,  admitted 
that  the  party  is  turning  all  forces  against 
Landon. 

In  view  of  the  charges  made  by  Casey 
as  to'  Communist  political  strategy,  it  is 
of   interest   to   note  that   in   its   issue   of 


unscrupulous  political  maneuvering  and  is    August  30,  the  Chicago  Tribune  prints  an 


trying  to  swing  support  of  its  membership 
and  affiliated  organizations-  to  President 
Roosevelt  in  the  coming  national  election. 
Casey  declares  that,  as  editor  of  the 
Daily  Worker,  he  had  been  directed  by 
party  leaders  to  be  "cautious  of  attacks  on 
Roosevelt,"  and  that  the  latter  was  to  be 
"chided  gently  as  a  blind  to  readers,  while 
all  fire  was  to  be  concentrated  on  Landon." 
At  the  time  of  his  resignation,  Casey  was 
quoted  as  stating: 

"These  leaders  will  call  me  a  traitor  and 
expel  me  after  I  have  already  resigned. 
This  again  is  another  old-line  method,  but 
I  would  rather  be  called  a  traitor  to  such 
men  and  suffer  their  slanders  than  to  be 
false  to  my  principles  and  to  the  masses 
of  American  people."  Direction  of  the 
huge  American  Communist  Party,  so  Casey 
charged,  is  in  the  hands  of  a  "small  clique" 
of  leaders  who  run  af- 
fairs their  own  way. 

Reply  of  the  official 
Communist  leaders,  as 
made  by  the  Daily 
Worker  itself,  shows  typ- 
ical Communist  strategy 
in  that  it  is  an  attempt 
to  discredit  Casey  and 
to  draw  attention  away 
from  his  charges,  without 
answering  them. 

According  to  the  Daily 
Worker,  a  few  days  after 
Casey's  resignation.  Casey  Did  not 
resign,  but  was  "expelled  for  trea- 
son" and  "desertion  to  the  camp  of 
the  enemies  of  organized  labor."  This 
latter  term  has  no  reference  to  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  to 
which  the  Communists  themselves 
are  unalterably  opposed. 

It  is  stated  by  the  red  newspaper 
that  Casey,  prior  to  his  expulsion, 
"had  been  removed  from  his  post  as 
technical  managing  editor  of  the  Daily 
Worker  for  incompetence ;  this  in  the 
face  of  the  fact  that  Casey  was  until 
a  year  ago  an  editor  of  one  of  New 
York's  dailies.  The  party  organ  con- 
tinues : 

"Although  Casey  declared  in  his 
statement  that  he  was  opposed  to  the 
party's  policy  of  rallying  labor  to  de- 
feat the  Hearst-backed  Landon  at  all 
costs,  he  had  never  expressed  or  dis- 
cussed this  difference  in  party  circles. 
It  was  only  after  he  was  demoted  for 
the  good  of  the  paper,  after  he  had 
pleaded  to  be  retained  in  his  old  po- 
sition, that  Casey  deserted  the  party 
and  the  paper  and  told  capitalist  ed- 
itors that  he  quit  because  he  disa- 
greed with  party  policy." 

Additional  "defense"  by  a  counter 
attack  on  Casey  was  delivered  by 
Earl  Browder,  the  Communist  candi- 
date for  President,  who  is  quoted  as 
stating  "The  Communist  Party  posi- 


article  including  comments  of  Dr.  Paul 
Haensel  of  Northwestern  University,  an  ex- 
pert on  Russian  affairs,  as  to  the  position 
of  the  Third  (Communist)  Internationale 
with  headquarters  in  Moscow  on  the  Com- 
munist strategy  and  sympathies  in  the 
American  presidential  campaign.

The  Tribune  first  reproduced  a  transla- 
tion from  an  article  written  by  Earl  Brow- 
der, representative  of  the  Internationale  in 
the  United  States  and  Communist  candi- 
date for  President  of  the  United  States.

lican  candidates  would  be  a  blow  to  the 
Communist  endeavors  in  this  country.

Text  from  page  23  of  the  July  number 
of  the  official  journal  of  the  Third  Interna- 
tionale, with  introductory  paragraph,  was 
translated  by  Professor  Haensel  as  follows: 
"The  view  of  the  Communist  Party,  as 
previously  expressed: 

"  'We  Communists  can  enter  such  a 
United  Front  [the  Farmer-Labor  move- 
ment] with  workers  supporting  Roosevelt. 
However,  with  this  action  we  do  not  express 
our  belief  in  Roosevelt.  Our  attitude 
against  him  is  clear.  We  do  not  withdraw 
a  single  word  of  criticism  against  him.  We 
do  not  want  nor  shall  accept  any  respon- 
sibility for  Roosevelt.  We  do  not  want 
to  harm  our  relations  with  the  People's 
Front  because  they  are  for  Roosevelt. 

"  'We  have  many  common  aims  and  opin- 
ions; to  defeat  at  all  costs  the  reactionary 
Republican  Party  and  its  allies,  who  are 
the  chief  enemies  of  peace  and  the  welfare 
of  the  American  nation  and  who  represent 
the  chief  powers  working  for  reaction,  Fas- 
cism and  war.' "  Professor  Haensel  ex- 
plained in  the  Tribune 
that  the  phrase  "United 
Front"  is  one  which  is 
now  being  used  by  Com- 
munists in  all  nations, 
and  in  all  countries  Com- 
munists are  joining  the 
parties  "who  will  be 
closest  in  uniting  to  the 
views'  of  the  Internation- 
ale." 

Parties  with  radical 
tendencies  with  which  the 
Bolsheviks  united  and  of 
which  they  make  use  are  called  the 
"United  Front"  movement.  There 
is  such  a  party  in  France,  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Socialist  Premier 
Blum,  and  the  United  Front  in  Spain 
takes  in  all  radical  parties,  including 
Socialists,  Communists  and  Anar- 
chists, excepting  only  its  radical  Fas- 
cist enemies.

8.  We  give  to  you  the  right  to  dictate  to  all  producers.  Never  having  met  a  payroll  in  your 
lives,  we  feel  you  are  competent  to  conduct  all  enterprises;  never  having  soiled  your  hands  with 
toil,  we  know,  that  you  know  what  is  best  for  the  workers! 

9.  We  deed  to  you  the  right  to  tax  away  from  us  all  our  substance,  and  use  the  proceeds  as 
you  see  fit,  without  check  or  supervision  of  any  kind.  WE  KNOW  that  you  know  how  to  spend 
money. 

10.  We  give  to  you  full  authority  to  spend  as  you  are  doing,  $2.00  for  every  $1.00  taken  from 
us;  using  our  credit  as  long  as  it  lasts  by  issuing  interest  bearing  bonds  which  now  fill  the  banks. 
When  these  bonds  become  worthless,  we  further  authorize  you  to  abrogate  the  bonds,  make  null 
and  void  our  obligations,  and  start  anew,  issuing  more  bonds  and  certificates.  By  so  doing  none 
of  us  need  worry  as  long  as  the  printing  presses  do  not  break  down. 

11.  We  give  to  you  the  right  to  ridicule  and  punish  all  who  disagree  with  your  program;  call 
all  people  fools  who  believe  in  America;  veto  all  bonus  bills,  reduce  the  tariff,  cut  weeds,  build  the 
Florida  Canal,  waste  money  at  Passmaquoddy,  and  employ  all  who  will  vote  for  you  in  some 
bureau!     All  this  waste  we  hereby  approve  because  we  know  you  need  the  votes!

TAXATION 

Toniffht  I  want  to  talk  about  the  financial  problems  of  our 
Federal  government  and  their  effect  upon  us  as  individuals.   In  other 
words,  I'm  going  to  talk  about  our  government  a3  a  spender  of  part  of 
the  money  we  work  so  hard  to  earn.   This  is  a  proper  approach  to  the 
question,  In  my  judgment,  because  the  government  has  no  money  except  - 
the  money  it  gets  from  us. 

There  are  some  people  who  seem  to  believe  that  the  govern- 
ment can  create  money.   This  is  not  true .   All  it  can  create  are 
promises  to  pay  money.   This  Is  what  it  does  when  it  issues  paper 
money_pr  sells  bonds.   In  principle,  this  is  similar  to  what  we. do 
when  we  open  a  charge  account  at  a  store.   We  get  something  now  and 
promise  to  pay -for  it  later.    If  we  charge  more  things  than  we  can 
pay  for,  our  promises  to  pay  become  worthless.   The  same  is  true  of 
government . 

So,  if  we  are  to  be  realistic  in  our  thinking  about  govern- 
ment finance,  we  must  think  of  the  'overnment  as  almost  a  member  of 

our  family a  member  to  whom  day  by  day,  week  by  week,  year  by  year 

we  must  give  part  of  what  we  receive  in  our  pay  envelope  or  part  of 
the  crops  we  raise.   We  must  remember  that  every  time  the  government 
spends  a  dollar,  that  dollar  will  have  to  be  paid  by  us  or  we  must 
pass  the  debt  on  to  be  paid  by  our  children.   No  parents  like  to 
leave  their  children  a  heritage  of  debts  and  mortgages.   But  the 
creation  of  a  staggering  public  debt  closes  the  door  of  opportunity 
to  the  youth  of  America,  just  as  certainly  as  a  staggering  private 
debt.   We  must  face  the  issue  squarely.   The  present  administra- 
tion's daily  mounting  deficits  are  closing  the  door  of  opportunity 
to  your  children  and  to  my  children. 

We  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  a  public  debt  is 
just  as  much  a  liability  to  each  and  every  individual  as  a  private 
debt.    The  fundamental  principles  of  government  finance  are  exactly

Labor  has  fairly  won  many  victories  in  this  country. 
Its  greatest  triumph  has  been  won  not  on  the  field  of  battle  but 
In  the  stronghold  of  public  opinion. 

The  greatest  victory  of  labor,  in  my  opinion,  has  been 
to  bring  about  the  general  recognition  of  an  important  J^ll'irffllifc 
principle.   It  is  that  national  prosperity  depends  on  labor's 
r'fi«6iving  an  increasing  share  of  the  value  of  everything  we 
produce.  The  truth  of  this  principle  is  today  accepted  by  the 
man  who  hires  as  well  as  by  the  man  who  toils.   It  Is  the 
foundation  of  increased  production,  greater  national  wealth, 
higher  average  purchasing  power,  and  a  larger  measure  of  happi- 
ness for  everyone. 

Organized  labor  has  been  the  natural  champion  of  this 
principle.   The  father  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
Samuel  Compers,  was  one  of  its  first  sponsors.  As  early  as  1899, 

he  declared: 

"I  believe  that  as  time  goes  on,  the  wage  earners  will 
continue  to  become  larger  sharers  per  dollar  of  the  wealth 
produced.   I  have  no  fear  as  to . the  future  of  organized  labor." 

Since  then  America  has  grown,  and  the  organized  labor 
movement  has  grown  along  with  the  nation.

This  great  gathering  of  Americans  is  a  stirring  sight. 
It  is  proof  of  your  deep  concern  in  the  problems  that  face  us. 
One  of  these  I  want  to  discuss  with  you  tonight  —  the  problem 
of  the  mismanagement  of  our  government  by  the  present  Adminis- 
tration.  I  am  going  to  talk  about  the  most  open,  the  most  crude, 
and  the  most  brutal  use  of  the  spoils  system  this  country  has 
ever  seen. 

Tt  Is  fitting  that  I  should  discuss  this  subject  in 
Pennsylvania  on  the  birthday  of  Theodore  Roosevelt.  You  in 
Pennsylvania  were  devoted  to  him.  You  in  common  with  all 
Americans  recognize  the  great  lift  he  gave  to   the  ideals  of 
American  government. 

And  I  may  recall  to  you  that  Theodore  Roosevelt  began 
his  national  career  in  Washington  as  a  member  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  and  he  put  this  Commission  on  the  map. 

Government  is  a  public  service  enterprise.  Every 
official  is  a  trustee-  for  the  people.   Men  and  women  who  work 
for  the  government  should  devote  themselves  without  conflicting 
loyalties  to  the  public  service.   They  should  be  selected  on 
the  basis  of  their  ability  and  irrespective  of  their  politics.

It  is  not  only  a  privilege  —  it  is  a  great  honor  - 
to  be  speaking  tonight  in  the  city  where  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  was  written.  We  are  entering  the  last  week 
of  a  campaign  in  which  the  fundamental  issue  is  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  Constitution  and  the  American  way  of  life. 

On  November  the  3d  we  must  decide  if  we  want  a  free 
and  popular  government  or  a  government  which  concentrates  in- 
creasing power  In  the  Chief  Executive.

The 
record  since  March  3d,  1933  Is  no  fairy  tale. 

We  know  how  "planned  economy"  was  foisted  on  us 
without  mandate.  We  know  how  the  heavy  hand  of  government 
forced  Its  way  into  our  daily  lives.

For  many  years  I  have  heard  of  the  special  interest  shown  by 
the  people  of  Indianapolis  and  of  Indiana  in  the  foreign  relations 
of  this  country.   I  know  the  women  have  been  largely  responsible 
for  this  and  I  want  to  compliment  them.   Because  there  is  no 
more  important  question  before  menkind  today  than  -vbether  peace 
shall  rule  the  world,  or  war. 

So  tonight  here  in  Indianapolis  I  want  to  tall,  about  the 
relations  of  America  to  World  peace. 

The  conduct  of  foreign  relations  was  placed  by  the  Constitution 
in  the  hands  of  the  President.   The  policies  are  his.   But  in  my 
judgement,  those  Presidents  have  been  well  advised  who  have  made 
it  their  practice  not  only  to  consult  the  Department  of  State,  and 
the,,ma^ori±^..Beiabers  of  the  committee  on  foreign  relations,  but  the 
minority  members  as  well.         ■    '- 

The  carrying  out  of  those  policies,  the  actual  negotiating  is 
done  by  the  Secretary  of  State.   This  is  because  in  the  eyes  of 
the  outside  world  the  President's  decision  is  final.   In  consequence, 
if  the' President  talks  directly  with  foreign  officials  any  careless 
remark  may  lead  to  international  misunderstandings.  As  Mr.  Coolidge 
once  sald:   "0lle  of  the  first  lessons  a  President  has  to  learn  is 
that  every  word  he  says  weighs  a  ton".   In  foreign  affairs  I  do 
not  propose  to  be  a  talkative  man.   But  I  do  propose  to  appoint  as 
Secretary  of  "State  a  competent  man  grounded  in  sound  American 
principles.    j   do  propose  to  build  morale  in  the  department  and 
end  the  foreign  service  by  rewarding  merit  as  it  deserves. 
A  devoted ,  competent  and  courageous  foreign  sorvioe  is  one  of  the 
first  insurance  polioias  we  must  take?  against  war. 

Our  principal  aim  in  foreign  relations  must  always  be  to 
"observe  good  faith  and  justice  toward  all  nations,  cultivate 
peace  and  harmony  with  all". 

Stopping  a  war  once  begun  has  never  proved  practical  except 

by  the  use  of  stronger  armies.   This  means  war  to  stop  war.

In  essence  this  campaign  boils  down  to  one  issue:  Do  you  believe 
in  the  fundamental  New  Deal  policies?  Do  you  believe  in  a  program  that 
is  directed  toward  undermining  Constitutional  government  and  the  .American 
way  of  life? 

As  the  campaign  progresses  the  Administration's  strategy  has  become 
plain.

They  ask  for  another  mandate  because  of  their  warm  hearts  and  humanitarian 
instincts,  As  if  they,  and  they  alone  possess  humanitarian  instincts, 
and  they  alone  would  keep  our  fellow  Americans  from  starving !

We  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  preservation  of 
their  political  liberty,  their  individual  opporunity  and  their  character  as 
free  citizens,  which  today  for  the  first  time  are  threatened  by  Government 
itself. 

For  three  long  years  the  ITew  Deal  Administration  has  dishonored  American 
traditions  and  flagrantly  betrayed  the  pledges  upon  which  the  Democratic  Party 
sought  and  received  public  support.

It  secretly  has  made  tariff  agreements  with  our  foreign  competitors, 
flooding  our  markets  with  foreign  commodities. 

It  has  coerced  and  intimidated  voters  by  withholding  relief^**  those  op- 
posing its  tyrannical  policies. 

It  has  destroyed  the  morale  of  many  of  our  people  and  made  them  depen- 
dent upon  government. 

Appeals  to  passion  and  class  prejudice  have  replaced  reason  and 
tolerance. 

To  a  free  people,  these  actions  are  insufferable.  This  campaign  can- 
not be  waged  dn  the  traditional  differences  between  the  Republican  and  Demo- 
cratic parties.  The  responsibility  of  this  election  transcends  all  previous 
political  divisions.  We  invite  all  Americans  irrespective  of  nartv.  tn  inin
